The 
firſt Manuſcript we ſhall take Notice of, is repoſited 
in the Archieves of the Bodleian Library in Oxtord, 
and is in ſome parts defective. The ſecond was com- 
municated by Ralph Thoresby of Leeds in York- 
ſhire, Ey; and F. R. S. which, tho* frequently 
ſupplying the Defects of the former, ſeems to be 
wrote by the ſame Perſon, the Third and laſt (to 
omi! others leſs material was tranſcribed by Sir Wil- 
| liam Dugdale, Knt. who has added ſomething at 
the latter end, and the Letter of Sir Simon Degge 
| This Manuſcript ſeems very accurate and correct, 
and has ſome confiderable Additions, omitted in the 
other Copies ſent to the Editor, Of this Author, and 
his Work, I ſhall ſay no more, but refer you to the.

the Honour of it, wrote 4 ſhort View of 
Staffordſhire, containing the Antiquities 

of the ſame County. It was began about 

the Year 1593, and continued by him to 
his Death, from ancient Evidences and 

Records, with Brevity, ang and

TRENT having paſt between Walton,

The Report is, That Wol- 
adus the Pagan King of Mercia ſeeking 
to Tyranize over the Chriſtiaus; and find- 
ing Wolfadus and Rufinus his two Sons to 
exerciſe the Chriſtian Religion, in his 
Cruelty ſought alſo to perſecute them, 
but they ſeeking to eſcape by flight, Wol- 
adus was ſoon taken, and Martyred at 
Stone; but Rujinus the youngeſt eſcaping 
farther;- ſought to hide himſelf, where 
lately this Chapel ſtood, being a Place 
in thoſe days full of Groves and Woods; ; 
for all Sandon at that time of the Con- 
queſt, which was Conquered after this

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found, was there Martyr'd. Sandon 20

Will a Man then think that Sir Richard 
Sutton being a Knight, and living in ſo 
glorious an Age as Edu. the firſt his time,

Dudley Caftle ſtands mounted loftily on 
a very bigh Mountain, and hath a large 
Proſpect into Derbyſhire, Leceſterſhire, 
Warwickſhire, Worceſterſhire, Shropſhire, 
and a great part of Wales, and is it ſelf in 
Staffordjpire, all over which it looketh. 


It is a goodly Houſe of an Autient 


Building, and large, with great Trenches

to be able both to wield his Subjects, and 
encounter his Enemies, without too much 
drawing from his Subjects by Loans, Sub- 
fidies and Taskes, and ſuch Pay ments 
which he found by experience both in 
Henry 
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Henry 6th* 5, Edw. 4th's, and, Richard the 
Z3Zaͤ's own time, to be a means to loſe the. 

Hearts of his People, and to ſtir them up 
to deſperate Enterprizes upon every light 
Occaſion, thought it therefore a more juſt 
and plauſible means to conſtitute juſt Laws, 
and to lay great Penalties upon the Infrin- 
gers and Breakers of them, which was 
not unlike but that many would do, not- 
withſtanding the greatneſs of the Penal- 
ties, which Men would hope would be 
paſſed over (as we daily ſee they do) with- 
out any great looking unto. But the King 
being of a contrary Mind, and meaning

And after the Abbot ha- 
ving Suits in Law, and finding this young 
Schollar ingenious and wiſe, took him 
from the Univerſity, and placed him at 
the Inns of Court, where he maintain'd 
him, and us'd him as a Solicitor to follow 
the Suits of the Houſe; which not only 
he did ſufficiently and well, but alſo fo 
ſtudied the Laws of this Land, that he 
became very well learn'd in them,. and {6 
was brought into the favour of King Hen- 
ry the 7th, whereby he was advanc'd iu 
manner as I have before ſpoken of.

Within leſs than balf a Mile of the 
place Southwards, where Manifeld re- 
ceives Hauſe out of the Ground, is Throws- 
ley, a fair autlent Houſe, and a goodly De- 
meanes, being the Seat of the Meverels, 
a very antient Houſe of Gentlemen, and 
of goodly living, equalling the beſt fort of 
Gentlemen in the Shire ; though God hath 
not for two or three Deſcents bleſſed their 
Hears with the beſt Gifts of Nature.

Philip and. Rowland, 
= Raufe died leaving five Danaliters, and 
having never a Son, left his Lands to his 
Brother Philip, who alſo having no Chil- 
dren but one Daughter, hath married Raufe, 
eldeſt Son of his Brother Rauford for his Heir. 
Doue having waſhed the Banks of Ole- 
qver, paſſeth on to Matherſield vulgariter 
Mayfield, At the Conqueſt it was in the 
King's hands, but given by the Cong. af- 
ter to Henry de Ferrers, and was by the 
Heirs of him afterwards given to the 
Priors of Tutbury (as they ſay) in Liberam 
Elmonſinum, in whoſe poſſeſſion it conti- 
nued until the diſſolution of the Houſe. 
When after it came into the King's Poſ- 
ſeſſion, he gave the ſame, the Seat of the 
Abbey of Hilton, Bradnoppe, and divers 
other Lands, to old Sir Edward Aſton, in 
exchange for his Lands at Eftede, Michell, 
Herlaveſtone, and Londeſtrope, which they 
ſay, Sir Edward had by deſcent from his 
ee And which Radulfus filius Wil. 


lieimi Camerarii immediately after the

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Conqueſt to William de Mara, whoſe Heir 
the ſaid Sir Edward was. 

From Mayfield, Doue paſſeth to Cal- 
wiche, whereof I can make only this Re- 
port, that being or belonging to a Cell or 
Houſe of Religion, now a Lancaſhire Gen- 
tleman is owner thereof, who (as I have 
heard) hath made a Parlour of the Chan- 
cel, a Hall of the Church, and a Kitchin 
of the Steeple, which may be true, for I 
have known a Gentleman in Cheſhire 
which hath done the like. 

Daue being paſt Calwiche viſits Ellaſton. 

XX Conq. Woodman and Alfi held E- 
lacheſton of Robert de Stafford, 

Alſo I find, that about the latter end of 
King Jobn's time, Willielmus de Audeley 
cum perticibus ſuis, held of Rob. de pow: 4 
ford, Blore, Grendon, and Athelarton, 
And in Henry the 3d's time. Nzgellus de 
Longford held it of the Baron of Stafford. 

9 Ed. 2. Nicholas de Lang ford and Theo- 
bail de Verdon were Lords of Athelarton. 

Doue having left Ellaſton approacheth 
Rowceſtre, 

XX Conq. Hervey. held Ruſcete of Rob. 
de Stafford, 

And ſome, of the Staffords of Sandon 
either founded there (as I take it) the Pri- 
ory, or were thereunto great Benctactors. 
For in that part of the Church which yet 
ſtandeth for the Pariſh Church, there are

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Monuments yet remaining of them, and 
very few of any others. | 

The ſight of the Houſe with the de- 
mains being both pleaſant and very profi- 
table, for that it ſtands between Doue and 
Churnet, a good pretty Water. 

Where it enters into Doze, is now the 
Seat of Frances the Son of Thomas Trent- 
ham, which Thomas his F ather, being in 
Henry the Sth's time a Favourite, obtain- 
ed it of the King. 

The Trenthams derive themſelves from 
a Houſe of the Trenthams in Shropſhire, 
which in Henry the 6ths time were of good 
account, but now quite decayed or gone, 
for I know none of the Houle remaining, 
this of Rorocęſter excepted, which it plea- 
| ſeth God to advance in good ſort. 
Churnet at Rowceſter entring into Doue 
upon the Weſtſide, hath its firſt Spring 
within leſs than two Miles alſo of Doue 
Head, though it wander ſomething further 
off then Manifold did, and therefore is lon- 
go e're it ſhake Hands with it. 

Churnet paſſing from the Head through 
one of the barrenneſt Countries I know, 
hath not any place worth the naming till 
it come to Dieu le Creyſe, an Abbey 
founded by the laſt Ranulfe Earl of Cheſter, 

The ſaid Houſe with the moſt things be- 
longing unto it, was given in King Ed. 
* 6ths time to o Sir 9288 Baggenbolt tot 

his 
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his Advancement. But Sir Raue (good 
Fellow like) diſpers'd & dedit Pauperibus : 
For he ſold it to 25 Tenants for the moſt 
part, to every Man his own, at ſo reaſon- 
able a Rate, that they were well able to 
perform the Purchaſe thereof, and ſpend 
the Mony he received Gentleman like, 
leaving his Son Sir Samuel Bagenholt (now 

lately Knighted at Cales Anno 1596) to 
advance himſelf by his Valour, as he be- 
fore had done. 

Churnet a little bench Dieu le Creyſe, 
receives a pritty Brook Weſtwards called 
Dunſmore Brook, coming from Rifſeton 
James, which Uſviet held before the Con- 
queſt, and 20 of his Reign the Conque- 
ror held it, 

This Brook leaving Rudyard ſtanding 
on the ſide of Dun (a great Mountain) a 
Mile Northward, whereof is owner one 
Tetteſworth (as Somerſet reported his 
Name to be) but now called Rudyard, 
who haye continued Lords thereof for a 
long time. 

Rage was Owner thereof in Henry the 
2ths time, aud he had iſſue Thomas, Father 
of Thomas, now of Rudyard, 

Over againſt Rudyard, a quarter of a 

Mile from Dun, on the South fide of the 
Bank, is Herraclec, where one John Wedg- 
 8700d, who advanced himſelf from a Free- 
i holders 
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holders Son, to the Eſtate of a Gentleman, 


hath now feated himſelf; but his Son 
feeking further to advance himfelf, enters 


into a Courſe contentious, and J doubt 


will prove nothing commendable (if 1 it be 
true that I hear,) 

Dun being paſt Herracles, aiſcharg eth 
Tt ſelf into CHurnett, a little above Locks 
a Market Town. 2 the King's hands 
20 Cong, and before Algarus Ca. held it. 

After it was given by Ranulfe Earl of 
'Chefter to the Houfe of Dieu le Creyſe. 
Churnett leaves the Wall Grange (which 
the Anceſtors of Sir Walter Leveſon hath 


bought) and then receives Yendon Water, 
which takes its Name of a Lordſhip cal- 
led Hendon or Horton. 


In Doomſday Book I find Horteburie,

Now Sir Fulke Grevill, Knight, is Lord 
of Bromſhulfe, as being Son and Heir of 
Sir Fulke Grevill, Knight, and Elizabeth 
his Wife, Daughter and Heir of Edward 
Willoughby, Son of Robert W illoughby Lord 
Brook, Son of the afore- named Robert Wil- 
loughby Lord Brook, and Steward of the 
Houſhold to King Henry the 7th, Son of 
Sir John Willoughby and Alice Chayne, 
Daughter of Sir Humfrey Stafford. 

In Bromſhull about Henry the zd, Ed- 
ward the 1ſt, and Edward the 24's time, 
was a Houſe of the Verneys. This Brook 
being paſt Bromſbull leaveth Lockeſley half 
a Mile South wards. 

I have ſeen ſome that might move a 
Man to think that one of the Ferrers of 
Tutbury gave to his younger Son Lockeſley : 
For in Henry the 3d's time, there was 
Robert Ferrers de Lockeſley, whereupon 
a Man may conjecture that Kinardſiey now 
of Lockeſley his firſt Anceſtor of that place, 
ſhould marry the ſaid Ferrers of Lockeſley's 
Daughter and Heir, whereunto I am per- 
ſwaded by the ſimilitude of the Armory, 
which now K:nard/ſey bears, and fo hath 
done of a long time: For I have ſeen a Seal 
of it 18 Ed. 3. The Mark is Silver, a Feſſe 
of Ferrers Elq; verry Gold and red, be- 
tween three Eagles diſplayed Gules. 
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Whether Ferrers of Locke/ley bear it ſo, 


| or that Knardfley added the Eagles, or 
in ſome ſort imitated the ae. I know 


not. 
18 Ed. 3. (as I have ſaid) John Kinard- 
ey was Owner of Locke/ley, 

How long before the Kinardſleys had 
been Owners of it, I know not. But ever 
ſince, to this Day, his Poſterity is. 

A little nearer Meter is a Houſe of 
the Blounts, called Blounts Hall, where- 


of Blount of Osbaſion in Leiceſterſhire is 
Owner. A Man would think that it ſhould 


by the Name, be the antient Seat of the 


 Blounts, but that is not ſo. For this is a 


Houſe of no great account, and but late- 
ly built by one that being a little glorious, 
would have it called by his Name. 

This Brook paſſing by Urteceſter enters 
into Dove. 

XX Conq. the King held Watccheſhed: | 
It came, not long after, to Ferrers Earl 
of Derby his Poſleſſion : The laſt where- 
of (amongſt his other Lands) in a ſort for- 
feited the ſame. So that now (as all the 
reſt of Ferrerss Lands in Staffordſhire do) 
it belongs to the Duchy of Lancaſter. 

In Urceſter is a Houle of the Myneres, 
very antient Gentlemen they are: For 1 
find Teſtees to a Deed of Henry the 3d's 
time, Or I think rather in King John's 

time, 
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time, John de Evereus, Robert de Basker- 
villa, Walter de Evereas, Richard Talboth, 
Roger de Mineres, William de Mineres, Re- 
gin. de Mineres, Radulfe de Baskervilla. 

J have alſo ſeen a Deed of Edward the 
1ſt's time, whereunto were Teſtees John 
de Mineres, Henry de Hounhill, Thomas de 
Pipe, Robert de Beks, and Philiþ de 
Draicot. 5 

And I have alſo read that Sir John 
Mineres was a Knight in the 6th of Ed. 3. 

So that by this it may appear, that the 
Mineres, are both of a very antient Houſe, 
and have been of good Eſtimation. 

A Man would think (and I verily be- 
lieve) ſeeing ſo many de Evereus's, ſo ma- 
ny Baskerviles and Miners together; and 
conſidering that the eldeſt Houſe of the 
De Evereus bear Gules a Feſſe Arg. and 
three Plates in Chief. The younger, Sil- 
ver a Feſſe Gules, and three Torteaux in 
Chief. That one Baskervz/e bears a Che- 
veron Gules between three Torteaux. And 
another Arg. a Cheveron Gules between 
three Heruts. Another Arg. a Cheveron 
Blue between three Torteaux, and that 
Miner bears Gules a Feſſe Arg. between 
three Plates, that the Devereus, Basker- 
viles, and Miners ſhould. be all of one 


Houſe. YE V's 
O 3 i Urte. 
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Uttecefter is a very good Market, ſtand- 


eth in a Rich Soil, and was lately reaſona- 
bly well built, but (great pity it is) hath 


ſuffered of late, great loſs by Fire. 

About two Miles lower upon the South 
Bank of Doue, is Marchenton, 
At the Conqueſt Henry de Ferrers held 


it of the King. 


It is within the Bounds of the Foreſt 


of Needwood, 


In Henry the 3d's time, William Cham- 


| berlen or Camden, and Robert Selman held 


it of Ferrers Earl of Derby, by the eth 
part of a Knights Fee, 
9 Ed. 2. The Earl of Lancaſter was 


Lord of it. 
A Mile from Marchington, and as 


much from Doue, is Houndbill, an an- 
tient Seat of a Houſe of Gentlemen, car- 
rying the ſame Surname. 

It is now (as I take it) a divided Man- 
nor, between Edward Legbe of Ruſball, 
and one of the Vernons, that dwelleth 
there. 
 Leghe came to it by deſcent, for about 
Henry the 3d's time, Sir Henry. of Hand- 


| bury, Knight, Lord of Hondbury vulgari- 


ter Handbury, (a Town ſtanding two 
Miles lower, but ſomething farther from 


Done) married the Daughter and Heir 
of Houndpill; and by her had iffue Sir 


Henry 
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Henry Handbury, Knight, that (I think) 
dyed without iſſue; Agnes married to 
Willian Bowles of Rujball, and another 
Daughter, which I take it, was married 
to Vernon's Anceſtor, who dwelleth there. 

From Bowles it deſcended to Leghe (as 
you may ſee before) where I ſpeak of 
Ruſhall. 

Betwixt Houndhill and Handbury, there 
is a Town called Draycote. 

XX of the Conq. Henry de Ferrers held 
it of the King. 

16 Ed. 3. There was one. Richard Driy- | 
cote Lord of this Town. | 

As I take it, theſe 'Draycotes were of 
another Houſe than the Draycotes in the 
Morelands, and differed. For the other bear, 
as I have before ſet down, vis. Gold fret- 
ted Gules, Canton blue, with a white 
Croſs Patee therein. 

And this I have ſeen a Seal of 16 Ed. 3. 
and it was a Fefle between three Billets, 
and about the Seal was written, S. Ricardi 
de Draycote. 

You may ee he was a Needwood Fo- 
reſt Man by his Billets. Now I think 
Mr. Edward Stanley poſſeſſeth it, as Heir 
to his Mother. 

I have but a few Words to fay more, 
before I ſtep down to Tutbury, and — Ca- 
ſtle, though it ſtand on a high Hill, which is,

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That I take Handbury, that was Lord 
of Handbury, to be a Dabernun, for that 
he bears as he doth, blue a Chev. Gold 
only he adds one of Lancaſter's Lyons in 
2 Cheif for a difference. 
And two Miles lower from Hand- 
bury, and one Mile from Doue, is a Town 
called Houndeſley, { vulgariter Anneſley } 
where of Edward Maynwaring of W. bit- 
more is Owner, \ 
Lower towards Tutbury de another 
Fauld, vulgariter Falle. 6 

XX Conq. Roger de H. held dim. hid. 
in Fauled, of Henry de Ferrers. 

In Henry the 3d's time, Stephen Curſon 
held quartam perted. Feodi in Falled. I 


think this Stephen was of Crokeſhall in Der-. 


byſhrre, and that either he, or ſome Ance- 
ſtor of his, had married a Daughter and 
Heir of ſome younger Brother of the Fer- 
rers; For Curſon of Crokeſhall quarters Ver- 
ry Or and Gules a Cheif Sable with 
three Horſeſhooes. 

Although I know Mr. Henry Mere of 
Badeſley, to be better acquainted with the 
Antiquities of his own Houſe, then my 
ſelf can be, by any means poſſible, being 
(as he is) ſo great an Antiquary, and ha- 
ving had the view of ſuch a number of 
good things, and (as all Men are) cannot 
but be moſt inquiſitive or his own Parents. 
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Vet ſince Tutbury, (the chief Seat of the 
Ferrers) falleth out to be in Szaffordſhrre, 
and that I ſhould leave my Work very 
imperfect, if I ſhould omit it; I will there- 
fore under his Correction and yours, ex- 
preſs that little I know thereof. 

Firſt then, I find, that Henry Ferrers 
coming 1n with the Conqueror, 20 of his 
Reign had theſe Lands following. 

Firſt in Burton he held haif an Hyde 
of Land, in quum ſedet (faith the Record) 
Caſtellum ejus. So that by this Record it 
would ſeem, that Tutbury was then repu- 
ted to be a Member of Burton. For I 
cannot perceive any other likely place near 
Burton, where the Ruins of any ſuch Ca- 
ſtle appears; and beſides, Tutbury being 
within three Miles of Burton, is not once 
named 1n the Record. 

So that ſurely by this half Hyde which 
is ſaid to be in Burton, the Town, Pri- 
ory, and Caſtle of Tu!bury are meant. 

He is faid alſo in the ſaid Record. to 
hold Rolveſton, Merchampton, Edgareſleg, 
Draicot, Feled, Morton, and Cebbefie, 

He held alſo de ' Comite Rog. de Monte- 
gomerici, Tycheſhall. 

In Henry the 3d's time, be had alſo to 
his Barony added, Urceſter, Crachemers, 
Clifton, Herutveſton, Strangſhull, Checkley, 
WO W — aud Neu- Caſtle.

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But whether they were given him to in— 

creaſe his Barony, by the Conqueror, or 

ſome of the ſucceeding Kings, or that they 

deſcended to' him by the Marriage of the 

Earl of Chefter's Sifter and Heir, as Char- 

teley, and the Tenure of Sandon did, I know 
not. 

This Henry . the ee of 
Tutbury.

So that 'by this Confirmation, and the 
foundation before, it appears, that Henry 
de Ferrers had iſſue Engenulf, William and 
Robert. And it would ſeem that both 
Engenulf and William dyed without iſſue, 
and that Rob. de Ferrers had iſſue Robert, 
who had iſſue Villiam, who had iſſue a- 
nother William, who had iflue a third Wl 
ham, who had iſſue Robert which made 

the Confirmation. 

This Robert, was the Man that over- 
threw the greatneſs of his Houſe, by joyn- 
ing with Simon Mountfort, and the reſt 
of the Barons, againſt King Henry the 3d. 
For which Offence he was fined 50000 
Pound, which Fine the King gave to his 
Son Edmund, for Payment whereof, there 
entred into Bonds, as Manucaptors for 
the faid Sum, firſt, Henry Son to Richard 
King of the Romans, Coſen-Germayn to 
the fame Edmund, William de Valence Earl 
of Pembroke, Uncle to the ſaid Edmund, 
John de Warren, Earl of Surrey, William 
Beuchamp, Earl of Warwick, Roger de So- 
mery, Thomas de Clare, Robert Walranat, 
Roger Clifford, Hamon Strange, Bartbo- 
lamew de Sudeleghe, and Robert Brews, 
all Knights, and (as I alſo take it) Barons;

Which Robert, for the ſaving of the 


ſaid Noble Men harmleſs, granted by his 


Deed to them all his Lands, (except the 
Mannor of Charteley in Staffordſhire, and 
Holbroc in Derbyſhire) until the ſaid Sum 
of 50000 Pound, to the ſaid Edmund, were 
paid. And if the ſaid Sum were not 
paid at the day, that then it ſhould be 


lawful for them to grant the ſaid Lands to

I find alſo after his Offence committed, 
and before things came to this Extremity 
viz. 50 Hen. 3. That Rob. de Ferrers Co. 
Derb. liberavit in gardirobam Regis unum 
Pottum auri cum lapidibus preciofis, pro 
gratia Regis habenda. But it would not be. 

Tutbury Caſtle is a goodly antient Houle, 
Walled on all fides but one, where the 
Hill is ſo ſteep (for it ſtands on a high 
Hill, and ſteep on all ſides except one) 
that it needs not in reſpect of Fortificati- 
on any Wall there, and yet it is incloſed 
with a ſtrong Pale tliere alſo. The Houſe 
and Gate-Houſe (being a fair one) Walls 
and all were builded (I think) by John 
of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter. Although 


I know there was an antient Houle aud 
\ Caſtle 
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Caſtle there before, but I think it was de- 
cayed by reafon of the Rebellion which 
7 Earl of Lancaſter made, who (be- 
fore his Overthrow) fortifyed it againſt the 
King. It ſtands (as J have faid) on a high 
{ſteep Hill. 

And ſomewhat. lower (yet a good height 
upon the ſame Hill) the Priory ſtood (be- 
ing now the Houſe of Henry Candiſh) and 

the Town below in the Valley under 
them, both upon Doue Bank. 
The Hill is as it were thrown out of 
the Foreſt (a great Woodland, and an high 
Ground) into the Meadows and brave Pa- 
ſture Grounds both upon Doue and Trent 

It hath a large and brave Proſpect both 
to it, in it, and from it. 

Northweſt and North, it looks up t the 
goodly Meadows and Paſtures to Utcefter, 
Rowcefter, Aſhburne, and Derby. 

Eaſtward it looks down the Rivers 
Doue and Trent, even to Nottingham, South- 
Eaſt towards Burton, Drakelow, Grey- 
eley Caſtle, and Aſhby de la Zouch. » 

Upon the Southweſt and South, 1t 1s 
ſhadowed as it were with the Woodland, 

where is a goodly Foreſt, and a great num- 

ber of Parks, (I think) a dozen at the 
leaſt, whereof, a 'great many belongs to 
the laid Caſtle and Honour. 


i | A great 
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A great part of the Country about it, 
are Homagers, and hold thereof. 

The Ferrers (as you may perceive be- 
fore) were Owners of it from the Con- 
queſt, until that this Robert (before ſpoken 
ot) forfeited it (as I have rehearſed.) 

The deſcent of his Poſterity 1s ſer dow 
where I ſpeak of Charly. 

By deſcent in Blood, Robert now * of 
of Eſſex, is Heir to Robert Ferrers who 
forfeited it. And if it be lawful for me 
to ſlay ſo much, the Gentleman being ſo 
brave a Souldier, and daily ſerving his 
Prince and Country in ſo many noble En- 
terprizes as he undertakes, it were a Gra- 
cious and Magnificent Work in her Ma- 
jeſty, to reſtore this Caſtle and the Appen- 
dances unto him, having been anciently the 
Inheritance of his Anceſtors. And altho' 
it may be objected, that being now a Mem- 
ber of the Dutchy of Lancafter, it were a 
great luconvenience to disfurniſh the ſaid 
Dutchy of it. Vet let it be conſider'd again, 
that it came to the Crown from this No- 
bleman's Anceſtors, and the means by 
which it came; aud the greatneſs which 
the Dutchy 1 is of otherwiſe, this ſmall Por- 
tion will be no great blemiſh unto it. 

Underneath Tutbury, at the meeting of 
Trent and Doue, but nearer Doue, between 
them both, is Rolęſton.

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Henry Ferrers 20 of the Cong. held it 


of the King. 


It is, and hath been long the Seat of a 
S and takes his Name of the 


Place, whom I imagine originally to be a 


Mutton, and that being a younger Bro- 
ther, changed his Name, when he became 


Lord of that Town, which his Armory in- 


duceth me to think, being Arg. a Cinque- 
foil blue, and difters only from the Coat 
of Mutton, by having a red Cheif char- 
ged with a Lyon paſſant, gardant Gold, 


which Cheif was added, that he might 


thereby differ from the elder Houſe, gi- 
ven (as it ſhould ſeem) by one of the 
Lancaſirians ſince they came to have the 
Ferrer's Revenues. And yet I have ſeen 
very old Monuments of the Coat and 
Cheif, eſpecially one in Glaſs in Adbaſton 
Church, ſo old, that a Man would think 
it to be of Henry the 3d's time, and there- 
fore I think ſet up by the firſt Owners of 
Rolleſton being of this Houſe. 

And now having run over this Shire in 
ſhort 2nd brief ſort, but as much as my 
little Knowledge yet extends unto (though 
I be in hope to inlarge it ſomething e're 


it belong) I would gladly confer with 
you upon one Point more, which is, 


Since the Shire conſiſts upon five Hun- 
dreds, and every Hundred upon certain 
Con- 
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Conſtablewicks, viz. Pirebull, wherein are 
 Offeley, Cuthelartone, Seyſdone, and Tat- 
monſlowe. | | 

I would firſt fain know your Opinion, 
whether you think there were at the be- 
ginning (when the Shires were firſt divi- 
ded,) any Hereditary Earls of the faid 
Counties, in manner as the Names do im- 
port. And as there is a certain ſhadow 
by the naming of divers to be Earls, ſome 
of one Country, and ſome of another, 
tho' many times the ſaid Earls have little 
nor no Lands in the Shires, whereof they 
have there Title of Dignity. Or that the 
ſame Shires were diſpoſed to ſome Men 
at the Princes Pleaſure to remain Officers 
for a time, as for Life, or certain Years, 
or but for one Year as now the Sheriffs do. 

Since the Conqueſt, a Man may per- 
ceive by the Records, that there hath been 
Sheriffs of every Shire, Coroners and other 

Officers who have by the Princes been re- 
moveable at their pleaſures, and that there 
hath been Juſtices in Itinere, and of the 
Benches, or alſo from time to time at the 
Princes appointment, 

But whether it were fo eſtabliſhed Eg- 
bert, Alfred, or Edward, when they had 
brought it to a Monarchy, and Shired it 
out into parts, or that they appointed 
Earls in every County, which had an In- 

RE Ob. heritance 
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| heritance therein, and had Juriſdiction, as 
by the County Court and Sheriffs Turns, 
it would ſecm it was: Is the Queſtion I 
deſire to be reſolved of. | 
The Hundreds likewiſe, whether they 
were Baronies, and that certain had them, 


f whereby they held their Hundred Courts, 


being both Leetes and Court Barous, or 
not, is the like Queſtion. 

And ſurely, methinks the ſaid dane 
ſhould not at the firſt be jumbled together, 
with the Sheriffs Juriſdiction, nor that ſo 
mean Men as ever fince the Conq. have 
been Sheriffs or Bailiffs of Hundreds, ſhould 
have ſuch eminent Juriſdiction, as thoſe 
Officers would at the beginning ſeem to 
have. And for my part therefore, I ra- 
ther conjecture, that upon uniting of the 
Kingdom into a Monarchy, the Kings 
placed their greateſt Noble Men (as be- 
ing either their Sons, Kinſmen, or other- 
wiſe allyed, or Wiſe and Faithful unto 
them) in the Government of the Coun- 
try, and gave them Juriſdiction, and made 
them Hereditary. And alſo, either at the 
defire of the ſaid Earls, appointed their 
Kinſmen or Friends, or others, at their 
Pleaſure, under them, to hold the Hun- 
dreds over as they did. 

How can it come elſe to paſs, that by 


the antient Laws of this * an Earls 
Fee 
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Fee ſhould be ſet down ſo certainly what 
it 1s, and likewiſe a Barons Fee, And 
why ſhould they be compelled to pay 
them, if they ſhould not have Earldoms 
and Baronies, but were only called by 
Writ to the Parliament Houſe, as of late 
time they have been; and as I have known 
many, both Antiquaries and Lawyers 
hold Opinion, that it ſhould be the moſt 
antient Means whereby Noblemen were 
Erected, which ſurely cannot be ſo. For 
how ſhould it then come to paſs, that ſuch 
a Man, and ſuch, ſhould have ſuch Man- 
nors, and ſuch, by an Earl or a Barons Fee. 
But thus I do conjecture it to be, That 
at the firſt Uniting of the Heptarchy of 
the Saxons, and the Shiring out of the 
Kingdom, it was divided into Shires, and 
the Shires again into Hundreds, as it fell 
out, in ſome more, in ſome leſs: Which 
Shires (as I have ſaid) the King gave to 
ſuch as he pleaſed, and to their Heirs, to 
hold of him by an Earls Fee. ws 
And that likewiſe the ſaid Earls grant- 
ed the Hundreds to other Perſons, and 
their'Heirs, to hold by Barons Fees. And 
they again, over Mannors and Town= 
ſhips, likewiſe to be holden by Knights 
Fees. And that after (partly through the 
Invaſion of the Danes, and Treachery 
or Rebellion of the Nobility,) the Goveru- 
a ment 
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ment being troubled, and all things out of 
order, the Kings were forced to reſtore the 
Liberties of many. And the Conqueror find- 
ing things out of order, and the Government 
uncertain, framed his Eſtate as he thought 
beſt, for the keeping both of his Nobility and 
inferiour Subjects in obedience, and ſo framed 
uſtices in the Courts, and in Finere, and 
Bailiffs or Sheriffs of the Shires, who ſhould 
only have Authority by Commiſſion from 
him, revocable without breach of any Law 
at his pleaſure; and yet cunningly framed 
a certain form of the antient Government 
but fo mingled his Nobility, that the, grea- 
teſt had not in any one Country (except the 
County Palatines) any abſolute Authority, 
but had divers his Equals in the ſame Coun- 
ty ſo placed with him, that without gene- 
ral Revolt, both of the Nobility and infe- 
riour Subjects any Rebellion could be hard- 
Iy practiſed, when as no ene had any ab- 
ſlolute Government, but ſuch as were re- 
moveable upon any diſpleaſure, or but ſuſ- 
picion of Infidelity.

whom a great diſliking and general revolt 
both of the great Eſtates, Officers that 
were temporarie, and the Plebeins alto- 
gether, no danger of Rebellion could poſſi- 
bly be practiſed in any ſort, but that it 
might be diſcovered, and prevented, ex- 
cept the Prince were ſo ſimple and negli- 
gent as yielded him impotent for Govern= 
ment. And yet 1n a ſort the Conqueror in 
his diviſion, tho' not in Juriſdiction, imi- 
tated the ancient Eſtate of the Land, as 
you may perceive by the allotments in Staf= 
ferdſhire, where, reſerving to himſelf a 
go Portion than any one of his Subjects 
ad; for though he had not ſo many Lord- 
ſhips or Mannors in number, as ſome of 
them had, yet they were Greater, Larger, 
and beſt inhabited by likelyhood, for they 
lay, the moſt of them, in the midſt and 
fruitfuleſt Places in the County. The grea- 
teſt part of the reſt, he divided into five 
parts, as tho' they had been Hundredors, 
but they. were not, betwixt the Biſhop, Co.

HE Pariſh of Wolverhamp- 
fon, in the County of Sa- 
Jord, is in Circuit near 30 
Miles, containing 17 great 
Villages, wherein are but 
| three ſmall Chappels of Eaſe, 
not capable of a tenth part of the Inha- 
bitants ; which have been ordinarily come 
puted to be near Thirty Thouſand Souls; 
whereof, by proportion, ſeven or eight 
Thouſand are thought of Age to com- 
municate. | ; 

In this great Pariſh, King Edgar, about 
the Year 970 (Anno Regni xi) at the Re- 
queſt of his dying Siſter Vulphrune (as 

tis 


/ 
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"tis ſaid) from whom 'tis called VWulpbrune- 
Hampton, - founded a Chapel of eight Por- 
tionaries; whom, by Incorporation ſhe 
made the Rector of that Pariſh, to re- 
ceive the Tythes in common, but devi- 
fable by an yearly Lot. 

The Head or Chief of hel: ſhe ts 
Patron to them all, and ſole Ordinary of 
that whole Pariſh, cum omnimodd Furiſ- 
dictione; And thereby made that Church, 
cum Membris, exempt, not only from Co- 
ventry and Litchfield by expreſs Compo- 
ſition, but alſo by the Papal Bull, from all 
his Legates, and Delegates for ever. In 
which Condition it hath fince continued, 
to theſe Times, ſubject to no terrene Pow- 
er, but the Supream Majeſty of England, 
and, under it to the perpetual Viſitation of 
the Keepers of the Great Seal pro tempore. 
Within this Juriſdiction are Nine ſeveral 
Leetes, whereof Eight belong to the Church. 

The Cuſtos lately called Dean, is Lord Bo- 
rough of Wolverhampton, Codſall, Hatherton, 
Perſhall, in Com.

In this ſtate the Church ſtood near 600 
Years, confirmed by the, ſeveral Charters 
of the Conqueror, in theſe. few Words : 
Dedi Sampſont Capellano meo, om- 
nem Terram pertinentem ad Eccleſiam de 
Wolver-Hampton, cam omnibus libertati- 
bus, franchefiis, ei immuitatibus, &c.

and not far from Weever, between it and 
Dee, except ſome little of it which lies 
in Flintſhire, then reputed as a Member 
of the County Palatine of Cheſter. _ 
Beefton-Caſile ſtands very loftily and 
proudly, upon an exceeding ſteep and high 
Rock, ſo ſteep upon all fides but one, that 
[8 it Nn no acceſs unto it ; ſo that tho 
Dt. it 
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Beeſton-Caſtle in Cheſhire; 
it be Walled about, yet (for the moſt 
part thereof) the Wall is needleſs, the 
Rock is fo very high and ſteep. And 
where the Nature of the thing admitteth 
acceſs. There is firſt a fair Gate, and a 
Wall furniſh'd with Turrets, which. in- 
 cloſeth a good quantity of Ground (four 
or five Acres) which lieth North-Eaſt- 
"wards, ſomewhat riſeth, until it come to 
the over-part of the Rock, where is a 
great Dike or Ditch, hewed out of the 
main Rock, and within the ſame, a good- 
ly ſtrong Gatehouſe, and a ſtrong Wall, 
with other Buildings; which when they 
flouriſhed, were a convenient Habitation 
for any great Perſonage. In which, it 1s 
a wonder to ſee the great Labour that hath 
been uſed to have ſufficient Water; which 
was procured by making (no doubt with 
great difficulty) a marvailous deep Well, 
through that huge high Rock; which is 
ſo deep, as that it equals in depth the Ri- 
veret which runneth not far from the ſaid 
Caſtle, through Teverton, Hocknell, and 
ſo into Merſey.

This Caſtle ſtands within the Mannor 
of Beęſton, but the Ground whereon it 
ſtands, was procured by Randulf the third 
Earl of Chefter, from the Owner of the
